RAVALLI   COUNTY 


On  February  9, 
1972,  the  "Youth,  Rec- 
reation and  Education  Section" 
of  the  Ravalli  County  Human  Resources 
Council  sponsored  a  Youth-Adult  Interaction 
in  Hamilton  which  drew  59  adults  and  60  youth  from 
up  and  down  the  Bitterroot  valley.   Work  Groups  were  formed 
to  take  action  on  three  priorities:   1)  A  Center  and  opening  up 
school  facilities  for  further  use;  2)  Making  a  drag  strip;  and  3)  Find- 
ing and  creating  summer  jobs  for  youth.   Mrs.  Virginia  Simmons  of  Ham- 
ilton is  Chairman  of  the  section. 

In  the  fall  of  1971  the  Human  Resources  Council,  with  John 
Munson  of  Corvallis  as  Chairman,  published  a  "Direc- 
tory of  Community  Services"  which  describes  all 
the  Ravalli  County  "people"  services  and 
how  to  contact  them. 


CENTRAL  MONTANA 


September  11,  1971  was  a  big  day  in 

the  park  at  Lewis  town  when  youth  and 

parents  from  the  area  had  a  "Rap  Ses- 
sion" with  public  officials. 


Participating  were  the  mayor,  C 
County  Planning  Board  vice  pres 
sheriff,  Constitutional  Convent 
candidate,  county  commissioners 
tana  Legislature  representative 
police  officers  and  educators. 
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Topics  discussed  by  the  youth  and 
adults  related  to  the  question,  "What 
is  crucial  in  Montana,  and  what  is 
keeping  us  from  having  the  type  of 
community  we  desire?" 


In  Moore,  Montana  on  December  8, 
1971  students,  faculty,  adminis- 
tration, parents,  agency  represen- 
tatives and  pastors  held  a  "Rap 
Session."   This  is  an  example  of 
youth  and  adults  in  a  small  rural 
community  working  together  to  meet 
and  solve  human  needs. 

The  rap  session  was  sponsored  by  the 
Moore  Women's  Club  and  chaired  by 
Mrs.  Raymond  J.  Barta.   Superinten- 
dent Richard  Schmidt  and  the  Moore 
School  Board  supported  and  encour- 
aged the  venture.   Clark  Welch  of 
Fergus  County  Children's  Services 
was  the  resource  leader. 


Members  of  the  Central  Montana  Human  Resources  Committee  with  Ted  Cowan,  Chairman 
have  given  support  in  planning  and  carrying  out  these  rap  sessions.   The  first 
such  session  was  a  "Speak  Out"  held  in  Lewis  town  in  September,  1 969 .

reation and  youth  leadership. 

Boys'  Clubs  are  usually  located  in 
poorer  neighborhoods  so  members  can 
walk  to  the  club  but  any  boy  can 
belong.   The  club  in  Billings  is  at 
20  South  Broadway  in  the  former  In- 
ternational Harvester  Building. 
There  are  500  members  with  more 
anticipated.

Well  over  100  persons  participated  in  the  various  sessions  of  MACCY  held  in 
Helena  January  29-31,  1972.   Highlights  of  the  experiences  were  two  major 
hearings  with  the  Bill  of  Rights  Committee  of  the  Montana  Constitutional 
Convention  and  a  Children  and  Youth  Fair  staged  in  the  rotunda  of  the  Capi- 
tol building. 

Participants  invested  time  in  debating  the  pros  and  cons  of  children  and 
youth  rights;  in  orienting  new  members,  alternates  and  associates;  and  in 
viewing  the  film,  "This  Child  is  Rated  X." 

During  the  fair,  the  "Judith  Basin  Group"  of  Helena  provided  a  thirty  min- 
ute concert.   Colorful  booths,  with  persons  in  charge,  depicted  18  positive 
children  and  youth  actions  going  on  in  various  parts  of  Montana.
